A 0-iittle Girl Drowned. 


At about half-past ten o'clock, last 


Friday forenoon, a little girl named 
Mabel Houck, daughter of a widowed 
mother, 
Mrs. Mary Houck, 
was 


drowned in the slough between the 
old Wade mill and the first bridge. 
She, with another little girl, were 
upon a raft made of plank, and when 
near the shore the latter jumped off. 
This pushed the raft out further, and 
in an attempt to save herself, little 
Mabel either jumped or fell into the 
water. 
Two of her brothers, one older 


and the other younger, were with her 
at the time, all being engaged in 
catching drift wood. These, with other 
children, commenced to call for help. 
Herman Krembs, a member of fire 
company No. 1, ran to the rescue, but 
before he reached the spot, she had 
gone down for the last time. 
The 


older brother was struggling to save 
his sister, and would have shared her 
fate had not Herman pulled him out. 
Herman then jumped into the water, 
which was about seven feet deep, but 
it was so dirty that he could not locate 
the body. It was found after being 
under water for about thirteen min- 
utes. 
Drs. Trimble and McGregor 


were on hand soon after, but it was 
then too late to save the child.

sides the mother, a sister and three 
brothers, all of whom are older except 
one, are left to mourn. 
The funeral 


took place at 2 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon, with interment in the Episcopal 
cemetery, Rev. R. H. Weller officiat- 
ing.

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Another Officer is Needed. 


P. C. Kelly, who has efficiently and 


faithfully acted as merchants' police 
in this city for the past two or three 
years, no longer acts in that capacity, 
serving his last time on Saturday 
night, in accordance with a resolution 
of the council cutting off the monthly 
allowance of the city. THE GAZETTE 
believes that this was a grievous mis- 
take, as it leaves the main business 
part of the city with only one night 
policeman, and the territory that this 
officer is obliged to cover is by far too 
much for any one individual. 
With 


one man on duty, there is too great an 
opportunity for burglaries being com- 
mitted at one end of the principal 
thoroughfares while the officer is at 
the other. 
Then again the danger 


from fires is increased many fold, and 
if for no other reason than the latter, 
another policeman or watchman is 
demanded. 
Mr. Kelly was doing 


police duty as well as acting as watch- 
man, and for the first named service, 
in which he was both competent and 
efficient,never failing to respond when 
called upon, or neglecting to act when 
his services were required, he received 
the sum of $25.00 per montb from the 
city. About the same amount has 
been paid him by the merchants. We 
understand there is a disposition on 
the part of some of the aldermen to 
hire another regular officer and pay 
him $50.00 per month for night duty. 
Will a change of this kind benefit the 
city $300 per year ? 
We do not be- 


lieve it. 
By all means have another 


night man placed on duty at the next 
meeting of the council, and in the 
meantime the mayor should appoint 
a man temporarily.

in the Fourth Ward. 


Thirty-eight voters were out in the 


First ward, at 7 o'clock last Monday 
evening, and 23 of these cast their 
ballot to re-elect W. W. Spraggon as 
a member for this ward for the en- 
suing two years, and 15 votes were 
deposited for W. B. Buckingham, the 
former being declared duly elected. 
Mr. Spraggon acted as chairman of 
the meeting, and E. D. Glenaon as 
secretary. 


In the Second ward Owen Clark 


was chairman and D. A. Agnew sec- 
retary. Sixty-six votes jvere cast, of 
•vhich D. A. Agnew received 64, Owen 
Clark 1 and Mrs. J. L. Jensen 1. The 
first named, who was recently ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy on the 
Board, was declared elected. A reso- 
lution asking the Board to put new 
floors in the ward building and make 
other necessary repairs, was unani- 
mously adopted. 


J. O. Raymond acted as chairman 


of the meeting in the Third ward, and 
L. R. Anderson as secretary. 
Out of 


a total of 102 votes cast, J. R. Cong- 
don, the present president, received 
101, and was therefore re-elected for 
the ensuing two years. 


The Fourth ward cast 142 votes, 


and 123 of these were for A. J. 
Kujawa, who is the only new member 
on the Board. 
E. M. Copps acted as 


chairman, and Mr. Kujawa as sec- 
retary. 


In the Fifth ward, A. B. Redfleld 


was elected chairman and Miss Ella 
Ellenwood, secretary. 
C. H. Mc- 


Creedy, the present member of the 
Board, was re-elected, receiving all 
but one of the twenty-two votes cast. 


The vote cast in the Sixth ward 


was the smallest of any ward in the 
city, there being a total of only 16. 
Of this number Jas. Johnson received 
10, Mrs. A. A. PheJps 3 and Mrs. Geo. 
Patch 2, and the first named w'as 
declared duly elected. W. J. Dumble- 
ton acted as chairman of the meeting, 
and A. A. Phelps as secretary. 


The Populist Convention. 


Nine Populists met in convention 


at the court house, last Saturday after- 
noon. 
The meeting was called to 


order by S. A- Sherman, who was 
made chairman, 
and O. Bendixen 


secretary. The faithful were invited 
to seats inside the railing, but most 
of them preferred to remain on the 
outside. A committee on credentials 
was appointed, who reported 
the 


following representation : 
Amberst, 


Peter Peterson ; Bucna Vista, S. 
Gates; Plover, S. A. Sherman, Geo. 
Russell ; city 2d ward, D. F. Kennedy ; 
5th ward, A. J. Larabee, J. C. Sher- 
ley, O. Bendixen ; 6th ward, Geo. 
Gee. The report was accepted, after 
which it was moved to proceed to the 
election of five delegates to the state 
convention, which is held at Milwau- 
kee today. The result was as follows, 
the last three mentioned being placed 
ia nomination by Mr. Larabee, who 
held the floor to himself for the time 
being: D. F. Kennedy, Geo. Russell, 
S. A. Sherman, O. Bendixen and N. 
F. Lawler. 
The power of substitution 


was given the delegates, and also 
those present were authorized to cast 
the vote of the entire delegation. 
The chairman was authorized to select 
a person in each town in the county 
upon organization, and Bendixen 
suggested the names of Ole Pelixon, 
of New Hope, Geo. Russell, of Plover, 
and S. Gates, of Buena Vista, and 
someone else mentioned Peter Peter- 
son, for Amherst. 
No action was 


taken on these suggestions. 
The 


delegates then retired to a side room 
for the purpose of discussing finance. 
Upon their return, S. A. Sherman 
read an address, in which he spoke 
of the members of the people's party 
being reformers for the purpose of 
rectifying the wrongs done our coun- 
try, and that the leaders of the other 
parties were out for the purpose of 
enriching themselves at the expense 
of labor. 
Property values, he said, 


had decreased of late to less than one- 
fourth their former value. This was 
a broad statement to make, in view 
of the fact that at no time in the his- 
tory of Portage county has real estate 
been bringing such prices as during the 
past year. He went back to the days 
of Moses, Christ and the Apostles, in 
speaking of reform, and then followed 
on up to the days of Grcenbacklsm, 
which party, he said, put new life into 
the old parties, and then its mission 
was endtd. 
Here the Democratic 


party was given a roast for not 
having fulfilled 
its mission when 


promising to send the Republicans up 
salt creek, and the Republicans were 
told that three-fourths of them did 
not know any more about the prin- 
ciples of tariff than a goose. 
Mr. 


Sherman closed his address with a 
promise to give an historical record of 
both the Democratic and Republican 
parties in the near future.

The City Council TrtnaeoU Important

ing IiMt Monday Bvening. 


Eleven aldermen were present at 


the council meeting, Monday evening, 
Aid. Maxfleld being the only absentee. 
Applications for license from John 
Jfownk and John Dminski were refer- 
red to license committee, who aftei- 
wards reported in favor of granting 
same, and the report was accepted. 
N. B. Whitney and other residents of 
the North Side petitioned the council 
to widen an alley running from Frank- 
lin street to 5th avenue, making said 
alley or street 50 feet in width. 
Mat- 


te- was referred to highway commit- 
tee. 
Mrs. D. McGregor asked per- 


mission to build veranda along the 
front or south side of the Commercial 
Hotel, and same was granted. Street 
committee reported in favor of ex- 
tending Union street from 5th ave- 
nu$ to city limits on condition that the 
necessary land be given to the city 
free of cost. Report was on motion 
adopted. 


Aid Skinner asked further time to 


look up the matter of extending Re- 
serve street, and the request was 
granted. 


A special committee appointed at 


the last meeting reported in favor of 
ordering sidewalks built along .both 
sides of Oak street, from Fremont to 
Division streets. The report was on 
motion accepted. Quarterly report of 
City Treasurer Moen, showing the 
sum of $7,944.28 in the general and 
highway funds, was read and referred 
to finance committee. 


City Attorney Jones submitted an 


opinion relative to annuling or disap- 
proving what is known as the Boying- 
ton & Atwell plat, on the east end of 
Main and Brown streets. 
Mr. Jones 


Informed the council that said plat 
could not be disapproved. 
Opinion 


was accepted and placed on file. 


Sidewalks were ordered built within 


twenty days on both sides of Brown 
street, between Prentice and Reserve 
streets, and the1 city surveyor was 
authorized to make the necessary sur- 
vey. Walks were also ordered built 
on Elk street, from Mill to Wisconsin 
streets. 


V, E. Bosworth, H. D. Bender and 


other property owners and residents 
on Brown street, presented a remon- 
strance against changing the electric 
light at the corner of Brown and 
Prentice streets. 
Aid. Baker mov- 


d that lights at corner of Brown 
and Prentice streets, and also at cor- 
ner of Clark and Church streets, be 
allowed to remain in their present 
positions, and the motion was adopted. 


H. Krohn and several other resi- 


dents of the 6th ward presented a pe- 
tition citing the fact that they live in 
;lose proximity to a lumber yard, and 
asking the council to extend water 
mains from Hemlock to Maple streets, 
ind also down Hemlock street to 
Bliss a.enue 
Committee on fire de- 


partment was instructed to look the 
matter up. 


Committee to whom was referred 


the street railway ordinance submit- 
ted at the last meeting, asked and 
were granted further time to report. 


An ordinance ordering sidewalks 


ouilt on Oak street, was read and re- 
ferred to highway committee. 


A resolution was introduced by Aid. 


Baker and adopted, ordering four 
electric lights placed at the following 
street corners, within 30 days, and 
that the Lighting Co. be given the 
usual notice : Corner Center avenue 
and Fay street; corner Pine and 
Brawley street?; corner North 2d and 
6th avenue ; corner North and West 
streets. 


On motion the teamsters at engine 


houses were allowed the privilege of 
getting repairing and horse-shoeing 
Jone to best advantage and conven- 
ience. 


The committee on finance reported 


in favor of allowing a numb'T of bills 
against the city. 
One bill was for 


the sum of $2,701.50, for hydrant ren- 
tal for the past six months 


Aid. Skinner moved that the report 


of the license committee on the appli- 
cation of W. J. Richardson for a re- 
tail liquor license, be reconsidered, 
and that said Richardson be granted 
a license. 
The motion was adopted. 


Aid. Kieliszewski moved that John 
Okray be also granted a license, but 
on the ayes and noes being called the 
motion was lost by the following vote: 
Ayes, Aid. Pcickard, Cushman, Kiel- 
iszewski and King ; noes, Aid. Brill, 
Baker, Maine, McCreedy, Skinner, 
Johnson and Dumbleton. 


Mayor Clark reported that two 


drinking fountains and a hook and 
ladder truck would probably be order- 
ed within a few days, the committees 


having nearly come to an understand- 
ing on the matter. As to the hook 
and ladder outfit. Mr. Clark said he 
was very favorably Impressed with 
one costing $500, which weighed 1,600 
pounds, and among the ladders was 
one forty feet long. 


Committee on tire department was 


instructed to get duplicate for damag- 
ed axle on hose wagon No. 2. 


The city attorney was asked to sub- 


mit opinion on matter of trespassing 
on Minnesota avenue, 6th ward. 


J. F. Wylle addressed the council 


for a moment, asking for a favorable 
consideration of the street railway 
ordinance, and stating that 
the 


ordinance is similar to one submitted 
by Geo. A. Whiting, two years ago, 
with the addition of a bond for $2,000, 
for the faithful performance of con- 
tract. 


Residents on Strong's avenue having 


complained to the aldermen 
that 


butchering was being done and a hog 
pen kept in the rear of a meat market 
on said avenue, the Chief of Police 
was instructed to investigate same. 


Committee on fire department was 


given power to act on the petition of 
J. L. Prentice for permission to erect 
a now brick building on Strong's 
avenue. 


Aid. Johnson and Dumbleton were 


appointed a committee to see that 
sidewalks were built along Church 
street, in the 6th ward. 


Committee on city buildings were 


authorized to paper and repair sleep- 
ing rooms at both engine houses. 
The council then adjourned.

For the Indian Service. 


A civil service examination will be 


held in this city on the 20th inst., for 
those who desire to enter the Indian 
service. This is the only examination 
held in Wisconsin, and applicants will 
no doubt be here from all parts, as 
well as from outside the state. The 
subjects of these examinations will be 
as follows: Primary teacher, to In- 
clude ten studies, such as penman- 
ship, grammar, history, etc.; 
ad- 


vanced primary 
teacher, 
twelve 


studies, the same, with American 
literature and physiology and hygiene 
added; principal teacher, fourteen 
studies, with school 
management, 


history of education, etc.; superin- 
tendent, twelve studies ; matron, six 
studies, Including domestic economy, 
keeping accounts and nursery man- 
agement. 


In all of these examinations or- 


thography and penmanship will be 
marked on one of the topical subjects. 
The examination in arithmetic will 
be equally divided between textual 
and topical questions. All of the 
other subjects in the examinations 
will be made up of purely topical 
questions. 
The time for each of 


these examinations, with the excep- 
tion of the matron examination, will 
be limited to two days of five or six 
hours each. The time for the matron 
examination will be limited to seven 
hours. 
The salaries for these posi- 


tions are as follows: 
(1) primary 


teachers, $500 to $600 per annum ; (2) 
advanced primary teachers, §660 to 
$720 per annum ; (3) principal teach- 
ers $720 to $900 per annum; (4) 
superintendent. $1,200 to $2,000 per 
annum ; (5) matrons $500 to $720 per- 
annum, a few paying less than $500. 


All persons desiring to be examined 


should make earliest practicable date 
In order that arrangements may be 
made for their examination. Persons 
residing west of the Mississippi River 
should have thoir applications on flic 
at the Commission at least ten days 
before the date of examination, and 
those residing east of the Mississippi 
River should have their applications 
on file at least six days before the 
examination. This will be necessary 
so that the examination papers may 
be on hand when competitors appear 
for examination.

interests of California. Severe losses to 
the fruit growing interest are inevitable 
and fruit growers and dealers are face to 
face with bankruptcy. Hundreds of cars 
laden with 
perishable 
fruit are side- 


tracked. 
In northern California this is 


the fruit men's busiest shipping season 
and peaches, spricots, cherries, plums and 
berries are fat>t (ripening in every orchard. 
A blockade of only a few days will see 
fruit to the value of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars too ripe for shipment. All this 
will be a total loss to the growers. 
fcThere seems little prospect that tho 
blockade will be raised for at least several 
days. In thu O ikland and S.icramento 
yards a few locomotive engineers have 
shown a disposition to stand by the com- 
pany and take out, trains, but 
notwith- 


standing this apparent willingness on the 
part of the engineers no trains have been 
moved.

Vaccination and Itevacclnation. 


Vaccination is a formality from which 


no one should bo exempt, and there is 
neither age nor constitution -whereby it is 
counter indicated. Children should bo 
vaccinated a short time after birth, but it 
is well not to do so at once, but to wait 
two or three months, vrhcu the child has 
begun to develop. Nevertheless no hesi- 
tation should be felt at vaccinating a child 
tit birth in timu of epidemic, and in no 
case should, this operation be postponed 
beyond the lirst six months. In time of 
epidemic no attention should bo paid, as 
would bo done under ordinary circum- 
stances, to thu fact that the child is cut- 
ting n tooth or IIJLS an outbreak of eczema 
nor impetigo. 
Vaccination can be done 


in all seasons, but unless it is urgent it is 
well (u avoid times of extreme cold or 
heut. 


The necessity of revaccination is admit- 


ted by everybody now. It should bo ilonc 
at tlie age, of T or 8 years, again between 
15 and SO, and again between HO ami 35. 
Tliis is usually enough, except in time of 
epidemic, when t,he rule is to revaccinate 
everybody. 


Tlio most convenient point for vaccina- 


tion is on tho outside of tlvo arm below 
the shoulder. Little children have diffi- 
culty in reaching that spot, but in the case 
of girls they arc exposed to being obliged 
to show ugly scars when they reach tho 
age at which society requires them to go 
low necked. To obviate this drawback a 
great many women are vaccinated on tho 
leg and require this to bo done in tho case 
of their daughters. I have adopted this 
habit for a long time now, although swol- 
len glands are much commoner in tho 
groin than in the armpit.—Paris Herald.

Before the death rattle 
is heard a smile often parts tho lips, and 
the wandering mind frequently causes tho 
tongito to utter words which aro nil of 
pleasure and joy."—St.. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

PARia, June ST.—Mudume Caruot has 


returned to Paris from Lyons with the 
remains of the lute president, coffined in 
plain oak. The civil aud police autuoritie* 
received her. About 7,003 person *, princi- 
pally members of the working clu.--*, were 
mastied outside the railway station. About 
0,000 persons wore in the station «t Dijon 
to silently salute the remains. The widow 
was accompanied by her three sous to 
Paris. 
The train vrtis nwiiited at the 


terminus by a funeral wai{on,two landaus, 
and a coupe for the officers who went with 
the president to Lyons. The party wero 
soon conveyed to the Palace of the Elyaee. 


Enormous throngs of people gathered in 


front of the Elyneo during the afternoon, 
favored ones being allowed to view the 
body of the late president in batches of tea 
and uuder the supervision of the Republi- 
can guards. A commission appointed to 
direct the obsequies of the president in- 
cludes Colonel Cbatnoin, who will repre- 
sent M. Caruot's family; M. Roujon, di- 
rector of the Academy of Fine Arts; M. 
Huet, director of public works; Ambrose 
Thomas, M. Saint Sneus and Architects 
Gamier aud Guillaume. 


New Preaideut Elected. 


PARIS, June 28.—Nothing more unlike 


an American election could well be im- 
agined than the French presidential elec- 
tion which has made M. Casimir-Perier 
president of the French republic. The 
electoral body, formed of both houses of 
tbe legislature, held its meeting in one 
vast room in the form of a parallelogram 
and adorned with battle paintings of the 
Bonaparte period, of proportionate size. 
Tbe constitution o'rdains thafthe success- 
ful candidate for the presidency of the re- 
public must have tbe highest number of 
votes above all other candidates, M. Cusi- 
mir-Perier had 451 out of 853. There were 
877 members present, but tweuty-four ab- 
stained from voting. Premier l)upuy sat 
upon the ministerial bench at the head of 
bis colleague^, and the political parties 
grouped themselves together iu different 
parts of the hall. The ballotting began 
amid considerable discussion between the 
senators HLC! deputies. 


In officially notifying 
M Casimir-Pe- 


rier of his flection to the presidency M. 
ChalJemel-I.acour delivered an eloquent 
oration. 


The new president received an immeuse 


ovation from the dense crowds of people 
who lined the route from Versailles to 
Paris.

cratic state convention met and effected a 
permanent organization with Elliott G. 

Congratulations 
were wired to President Cleveland on mo- 
tion of Don Dickinson and the following 
nominations were made: Edwin F. Uhl, 
for United States senator for the long 
term; 
ex-Lieutenant 
Governor

Stroug, for the short term—both by accla- 
mation. 
Ex-Congressman

Fisber for governor by acclamation and 
Milton F. Jordan, of Barry county, for 
lieutenant governor. 


The platform committee reported at this 


point and the report was adopted. It en- 
dorses Cleveland and popular election of 
senators, and demands a free open water- 
way from the great lakes to the sea. The 
silver plank says: "We declare in favor of 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
a ratio that will permit the debtor, to pay 
their debts upon tbe same basis iu which 
they were contracted," and demands that 
all currency be issued through the na- 
tional treasury and be made full legal 
tender.

This Kr(-at speech was delivered before 


the constitutional convention of the state 
of Now York and attracted widespread at- 
tention. It was an erudite, logical and 
dignified argument. There was nothing 
hysterical about it, and ono of its princi- 
pal charms was the fact that it was not 
abusive—a decided fault of many pleas for 
woman suffrage. 


Mary Putnam Jacobi was born in Lon- 


don Aug. 31, 1842, and is a daughter of 
George P. Putnam, the American publish- 
er. Early in life she came to the United 
States, studied in tho Woman's Medical 
college in Philadelphia and later was the 
first woman graduate of tho New York 
College of Pharmacy. But her ambition 
was by no means satisfied. 
Sho wont to 


Paris in 1808, applied to tho dean of the 
Medical College of Franco for permission 
to tako the examination and was refused 
on the ground tlmfc such a tiling was un- 
precedented in tho history of tho institu- 
tion. 


To Mary Putnam, however, the fact 


that a thing luid never been done was no 
argumont why it should not bo done, and 
with tho aid of United States Minister 
Wasihburno she was admitted to the col- 
lego, from which sho Was graduated with 
high honors in 3871, receiving for her 
valedictory thesis a silver medal. 
During 


the sicgo of Paris she became acquainted 
with tho horrors of war and corresponded 
for tho New York Medical Journal. 


In 1S73 she married Dr. Abraham Jacobi, 


n German political refugee, who had locat- 
rd in New York and won high rank in the 
medical fraternity. 
Three children were 


tho frtiifc of their tinion. Dr. A. Jacob! 
headed tho American delegation to tho re- 
cent international medical congress in 
Rome. His talented wife is the author of 
several valuable medical works, has a 
largo practice of her own in New York and 
is ono o£ the foremost champions of equal 
rights for women among her sex.

tor ButU'rwjis bom near Greenville, S. C., 
58 years ago. He received a college edu- 
cation, studied law and was admitted to 
tho bar in 1M7, when ho was but Si years 
of age. In 
IsHiO ho was elected to tho 


state IfgUihit arc and the following year en- 
tered the Confederate service as captain of 
cavalry in tho Hampton legion. 


Ho lost his right log at tho battlo of 


Brandy Ht.-.tion in .him-, 1S03, and during 
tho war rose to the rank (if major general. 
Ho was sent to the United States senate in 
1877 and lias been thero ever since. Mr. 
Butler lias long been considered ono of the 
handsomest men in the senate. His hair 
and mustache are gray, and ho lias a decid- 
edly Byronic forehead. He comes of a well 
known. North Carolina family- His grand- 
father, General William Butler, served 
with distinction in the Kovulution and tho 
war of 1812. His uncle, Andrew P. But- 
ler, was in the United States senate from 
1846 to 1857, and Pierce Butler, another 
uncle, was killed at Chnrubusco. His fa- 
ther, William Butlev, was once i» member 
of congress. 


Tho romance of tho Butler family oc- 


curred during the Revolution, when Miss 
Bchethland Moore, n courageous gitl of 
IK, accompanied by her little brother and 
A girl friend, set out at midnight In a> 
canoe and traveled miles to the camp of a 
small body of Continental troops to warn 
them that a party of marauding Tories 
meditated surprising them. The little 
band of Continentals was officered by Wil- 
liam Butler, grandfather of tho present 
senator, who called next day to seo tho 
bnwe young girl who had risked her life- 
to save him und his companions. The 
young couple met, loved and despite the 
opposition of Mooro pere wero married. 


In 1890 Senator Butler attracted consid- 


erable attention by introducing a bill for 
the emigration of the colored people from 
the south. The bill urged tho dispersion 
of tho iirgiws throughout the United 
States ami the deportation to Africa of 
thoso who desired to go to that country.

doubtedly an absurd Idea at first light, 
but the absurdity lessens on reflection. 
All animals of whoso way* wo havo inti- 
mate knowledge reveal thoemotlons which 
(ho fisherman denies to llsh. For example, 
children, lambs, young tiger*, young 
lions, young monkey*:, kittens and puppy 
dogs rush «t things \vhieh attract their 
eye*, und tlmt without thought of eating 
thorn, und if they aro thwarted or Injured 
In tho contact they aro apt to rush at them 
again in irritation. 
If, then, wo tnko it 


for granted that ilsh are Incapable of cu- 
riosity and irritation, wo aro assuming 
that tho minds of ilsh arc fundamentally 
different from those of all living creatures 
with whose natures wo arc familiar. 


That, when ono thinks of it, would bo 


an assumption so great as to to impossible 
of acceptance until it had been justified by 
tho clearest reasoning. No reasoning what- 
soever can bo offered in its favor, and 
some can bo offered against it. Wo havo 
no authority for believing that tho mental 
characteristics of Ilsh aro different front 
those of animals generally. Wo are used 
to believing this, but the usage Is unintelli- 
gent. It probably springs from tho separa- 
tion of sympathies which come from our 
living In an '-element" other than that of 
tho salmon and tho trout. 
If we wcru 


amphibious, wo should havo A clearer in- 
«lgbfc Irto their ways, and jierhaps find 
that both fun and indignation lurk nt 
times under tho saturnine i:s;n<ct of their 
visages. 


As it is, some of us who have beon lit 


tho accidental neighborhood of a shark 
havo had cause to renli/.o that, even us '•« 
hungry mini is mi angry man," a hungry 
fish, when annoyed in pursuit of his meal, 
is angry, too, and not unwilling to risk 
his skin in vindication of his uppotita and 
his wrath. Besides all fishermen, to their 
sorrow, know that there iiro times when 
salmon and trout rise briskly, but ''not In 
earnest.'' 


Many an exasperating hour havu nil of 


us spout with ilsh who givo our files n fre- 
quent poke or n frequent nibble nt tho 
tails of them and escape untouched. Many 
n tlmo uloo have \vo found them ri.siug at 
tho lly not with their mouths, but with 
their tails, seeking to flick thorn under tho 
surfacu and to ''drown" them, to nil np- 
peurunco In tho spirit In which a cut play? 
with n mouse. Tho unaluay between fish 
and other creatures In tho nmctor of curi- 
osity nnd gamboling goes even further. It 
may have bivn observed that It was the 
young of tigers ivnd cuts and dogs nnd oth- 
er creatures that wo upoko of u.s given to 
playing with things thai, attract their eyes, 
not tho elderly luilmals so much.

Sec. 4595, Revised Statutes : "Any 


person who shall keep opon his, shop, 
warehouse or workhouse, or shall do 
any manner of labor, business or work, 
except works of necessity or charity, 
or be present at any dancing, or pub- 
lic diversion, show orentertainrncntjOr 
take part in any sport, game or play 
on the llrst clay of the week, shall be 
punished by tine not exceeding ten 
dollars, and such day shall be under- 
stood to include the time between the 
midnight preceding and the 
mid- 


night following the said day, and no 
civil process shall lie served or execut- 
ed on said day." 


Hy this statute the opening of sa- 


loons, 
of 
fruit 
and 
confectionery 


stores, of butchers', bakers' and bar- 
bers' shops, of newspaper and refresh- 
ment stands, of drug stores, except 
for pnysicians' supplies, and of all dry 
goods and grocery stores, and all or- 
dinary work in other lines of business, 
is made, unlawful. 
This is the plain 


meaning of the statute. 
We rejoice 


Uiat thoir is a general observance of 
the law, but why not have it univer- 
sal. 
Then no injustice would bo done 


to any, and all would have their need- 
ed Sabbath rest. 
Shall wo call on the 


mayor through tho police to enforce 
the law ! Follow citi/ons. there is a 
bettor way, and that is for all of us 
voluntarily to respect and obey the 
statute. 
H would seem as if in a 


community like ours nothing more 
wore needed than to know th.it this is 
law. 
Hut take the added fact, that 


seven days work continuously moans 
intellectual, physical and moral decay, 
and none ought to think of doing 
themselves aiul the state this wrong. 


Tho barbers have had their Sunday 


rest for a long time. 
Tho butchers 


onioyod it through the winter, but 
under pressure have lately been open. 
During the past week, however, they 
have come to tho following agreement, 
that speaks for vtself : 


"We, the butchers of Stevens Point, 


believing that tho opening of our 
moat markets on the llrst day of the 
week is unnecessary and unlawful, 


"And desiring for ourselves and our 


men that Sunday rest that the law 
declares all men entitled to, 


"Do hereby agree and pledge our-

We appeal therefore most earnestly

This was one plea that we made for 
ourselves in asking the state to give 
us the Normal School. Let us justify 
this claim for morality and orderliness. 
All or our interests will best be con- 
served in this way, and especially will 
the effect be most healthful on our 
children and youth in the direction 
of making them good citizens.
